HIH KC IIILI.‘S POSITION 
Winston Churchill is in an extremely difficult 
position. Since 1946, every propagandistic weapon 
has bern used by the British government to con- , 
dr mn Chiang Kai-shek and to ruin his reputation ; 
in the eyes of the British people. This propaganda 
has spread over the continent of Europe and has 
manifested itself in such a country as India. The 
political reason for this activity was to prevent 
Asiatic diversions from lessening the interest of 
the United States in the affairs of Europe. Even 
before 1946, General MacArthur suffered from j 
Washington’s concentration on European affairs, j 
Frazier Hunt, in his bo&k, “The Untold Story of ! 
Douglas MacArthur,” details MacArthur^ difficul­ 
ties arising from lack of material while he was 
actually fighting the Asiatic war. 
Now Churchill is laced by a prepared public 
opinion in his ow n country which is embarrassing 
because it cannot be turned. Great Britain is deft- 
nitely anti-Chiang Kai-shek, whose side has never 
been properly presented to the British people. The 
situation is now such that it is developing into a 
widening breach between Great Britain and the j 
I ’nit 
s al a time when such a breach Can ; 
be damaging to both countries and to the unity 
ot the West. On this subject. Churchill has served 
a warning to his own countrymen: 
“The decision on whether or when these par­ 
ticular islands should be evacuated is not one the 
burden of which falls upon Her Majesty's Gov- j 
eminent, as we must recognize the natural pre­ 
occupation of other governments who are i m - I 
mediately affected by the threatened attack f r o m 
Communist China. 
“This is especially true at a time when the 
Chinese Communists keep stridently asserting 
that the islands are to be regarded as a stepping 
stone to the seizure of Formosa itself, with all

At thc end of 1954, borrowings 
were only 51.9 billion, or 1.1 per 
cent of listed value. 
TODAY THE FEDERAL RE­ 
SERVE BOARD has the power 
to limit margin roquirements on 
stock purchases. This authority 
is approved so long as margin 
requirements are based on sound 
economics and not for political 
or psychological effect. 
While exchange 
leaders say 
they do not want excessive credit 
for stock market purchases, they 
point out that last year 70 per 
cent of all autos were sold on 
credit and 80 per cent of all 
homes are mortgaged. 
The great stock exchange mis­ 
take of 1929 is now analyzed as 
a failure by the board of gov­ 
ernors to realize that the volume 
of that market was being built 
up by professionals who were 
trading with each other.

Only a few’ months back, a 
friend of mine whose service 
ended 40 years ago. came dow n 
of thc shrieks and was pleas­ 
antly tucked away in a veter­ 
ans hospital until he came out of 
the pit. He was more deserving 
than most cases of “non-service

a record of supreme bravery in 
battle.

For example, you 
have to find the king of spades, 
the ace of diamonds, and the 
jack of diamonds all favorably 
located; and you also need a 3-2 
break in hearts. 
Even though you bank on all 
these 
breaks, you can’t just 
•claim the contract. You must 
still time the play correctly. 
When the hand was actually 
played. East took the first trick 
with the ace of clubs and re­ 
turned a club. Declarer ruffed 
the queen of clubs in dummy 
because he wanted to be in 
dummy for a trum p finesse. The 
queen of spades held, so South 
led a diamond to dummy’s king 
and took another trum p finesse.

The correct play is to lead out 
three rounds of hearts first.

three rounds of hearts after 
taking the second spade finesse. 
The main point was to leave 
one trum p in dummy when giv­ 
ing up the heart trick. 
Then 
dummy could accept tho ruff if 
the enemy returned a club, and 
South could maintain his own 
trump length. 
Follow the play through, and 
see for yourself. South ruffs the 
second club in dummy, finesses 
the queen of spades, and leads 
out 
three 
rounds 
of 
hearts. 
East’s best return is a diamond, 
and South puts up the ten at 
once. 
West can do nothing better 
than to take the ace of dia­ 
monds and return the suit. Now 
dummy steps up with the king 
of diamonds and returns an­ 
other spade. 
South takes an­ 
other finesse, and has no fur­ 
ther problems.

Sometimes I

wge respected the curfew bell, 
the police and law in g eneral.

divorced persons. 
Buckingham

Margaret and Townsend are go­ 
ing ahead with wedding plans. 
Even a princess can change

riage by indiscreet remarks. 


THERE ARE suggestions — 
naturally not confirmed — that 
news about the royal romance is 
being leaked deliberately to the 
British press. 
The aim of that apparently 
would be to determine how the 
British people react to word that 
the gay princess has chosen a 
divorced commoner.

M otorists 
may 
deduct

business expenses and some per- j 
sonal expenses incurred in driv­ 
ing their cars when filing their 
1954 Fedeial income tax returns,

Among the deductible items ' 
for. all car owners are: state 
gasoline tax; license and regis­ 
tration fees; the $5 or $10 auto 
use tax in New York city and 
other municipal taxes on autos;

the security of an automobile; 
losses from* fire, accident, storm 
or theft not otherwise compen- 


i sated for by insurance or other- 
' wise, and damages to an auto­

from the willful act of negli­ 
gence of the taxpayer. 
IF THE CAR IS I SE D p a rt­ 
ly or entirely for business, other 
deductions are possible, the auto 
club pointed out.

losses sustained on the sale of 
an automobile, and many other 
necessary costs of upkeep and 
operation.

TUB FIRST OF THESK new 
prov isions exempts beneficiaries 
who hav e attained the age ot « 2 
from the “retirement test” in 
the law. Under the old law, a 
beneficiary had to be 75 to be 
exempt. This means that persons 
eligible for payments who are 72 
or older need not retire from 
activ e employment in order to 
receiv e regular monthly social 
security checks.
